[he is helpless, and will remain helpless 


| until those foreign markets are opened to | 
- him once again. In return the American 
| market must throw wide its doors to 

foreign exporters, or, at least; must leave 
‘them ajar. It is a hard concession for 


the stubborn industrialist of the United 
States, but he has no hope of recovery 
until it has been made — . 

If President Roosevelt admits that his 


country has made a mistake and is pre- 
pered to remould its economic plans, he 
‘certainly will find imitators. among the 
, other nations. They will not display, 
perhaps, the same enthusiasm for a 
change ; thot all of them have learned the 
lesson so thoroughly. Furthermore, there 
will be obstacles in the way. Great 
Britain, for example, has no reason to 
disapprove of her new tariff policy: it has 
brought her nothing but benefits, and she 
will not relinquish it for any advantages 
that President Roosevelt may offer. 
Britain’s tariffs, indeed, are low; they 
are designed rather in self-defence 
than as part of a definite policy. 
What is needed is a general scaling 
down of the appallingly high tariffs 
which protect the United States and 
various countries on the Continent of 
Europe. If President Roosevelt persuades 
his country and the other offenders to 
mitigate this mad situation, he will be 
[entitled to the gratitude of millions of 
workless men throughout the world. The 
spirit of economic, even more than of 
political, nationalism has been at the 
root of civilisation’s troubles since the

The Discussions in Washington. 


It is searcely surprising that there is 
a great amount of speculative discussion 
in political eircles concerning ti.» forth- 
coming ii.eeting between Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and President Roosevelt—par- 
ticularly, since they are to be of a personal 
character, and will not be shared with 
diplomatists and experts. In fact. there 
will be no general meeting of sll the 
representatives of States meeting Tn 
Washington, bnt a series of intimate dis- 
cussions, when the most delicate questions 
can be thrashed out in a quiet ‘atmosphere. 
If any result emerges, Mr. Macdonald will 
return with some possible solutions of the 
economic problems which are to be dis- 
cussed at the Worl! Economie Conference, 
thouch it is known that he will bring back 
no documents of the signed and sealed 
character. 


Beet Sowings. 


The first estimates ~f beet sowings of 


Europe indicate an increased crop for the 
coming season. Both Great Britain and 
Germany are enlarging their beet acreage, 


and several of the smaller producers also. 


are sowing more beet. The final crops. of 
course, will depend upon the weather con- 
ditiuns, and their progress will be followed 
with greater interest than: is usual, in 
view of the increased importance cf the 
European sugar supply iv world markets. 
Based on the 1932 xield, European pro- 
duction, excluding that of Russia, is ex- 
pected to show an increase of 600, 000 tons. 
Germany will ve responsible for ti.e greater 
part of this quantity, since ..er domestic 
requirements can absc'b the increased pro- 
duction. It is impossille to estimate any- 
thing in regard to Russia, but sowings of 
beet in the Soviet areas this year are said 
to be 22 per cent. less than last year’s. 

The Minister of Agriculture will be 
asked to-morrow by Dr. Clayton whether 
he is aware that in the beet-stgar factories 
in this country nearly all the principal 
chemical posts are still filled by aliens ; 
and whether, in negotiations for a continu- 
ance of the ‘subsidy, he will ensure that 
British chemists are given opportunities 
for trammiag,: so that they can replace 
aliens. 


Fáiseeal on Deposit Accounts. 


No announcement has been made con- 
cerning any agreement between the big 
banks for a general reduction of the rate of 
interest allowed on deposit accounts, but 
it is believed that steps have been’ taken 
to bring about a reduction of the interest 


oh balances at provincial branches, Only . , 


per cent. is allowed ‘on balances in 

ndon, but in the country rates up to 24 
per cent. have been paid, and the intention 
is to bring about a reduction to 14 per cent. 
No definite scale will be laid down, but 
the rate of interest will depend upon the 
circumstances of every district and. of 


every account, so that the average rate, 


may show a reduction at the end of this 
half-year. ; 


The Speed Limit. - 


There is a widespread belief that, in 
order to ensure a greater degree oí saíety 
on the roads, some amendment to the Road 
Trafic Act will be necessary in the near 
future, and that the next few weeks may 
be regarded as a test period in that con- 
nection. Reports of all fatal accidents 
during the Easter holidays are to be 
forwarded to the authorities at Whitehall 
without delay, and already there is talk 
of a revival. of the speed lmmit, - It is not 
sugg?sted that the old limit: oí twenty 
miles an nour shall be revived, but unless 
there is a marked decrease: in the number 
of mishaps a speed limit of thirty-five or 
forty miles an . hour, is regarded as a 
possible development. ha 


Easter Weather. & 


After several weeks of fine weather some

but the meteorological authorities believe 
that the fine weather may return for 
Faster. The weather of the past few days 
has been the warmest experienced at so 
early a date since 1926, but it seems to 
j have been just a pas phase, which 
happens to have awe.

EFFECT. OF THE 
AGREEMENT. 


The strike which had been declared with 
lightning effect at midnight on Sunday 
night was entered into as a protest against 
the terms of the agreement which, ad been 
reached by the railway unions' leaders in 
conference with the railway companies’ re- 
presentatives in Belfast, and ratified by 
the men’s unions in London. The strike 
lasted for two days, and, as will be seen, 
the new agreement entered into early yes- 
terday morning has not changed the 
situation created by the agreement made 
with the companics last week. “Tle men,’ 
by the recent strike, appear to have gained 
nothing save a promise from Mr. Lemass

UNOFFICIAL ACTION 


As one moved about among the men 
on strike during the past day or 
two, it was plainly to be gathered 
that they viewed with grave alarm 
the possible effects that their un- 
official action against the wishes of their 
union leaders might have on their future 
relations with the company.

BRITISH — 


The quieter conditions prevallina in the 
London Stock markets, generally, on Tuesday 
were again apparent in the early hours of 
yesterday, but subsequently business became 
more active, and quotations strengthened in 
practically every direction, reports that the 
United States Congress entertains a more 
favourable attitude with regard to War debts 
being a favourable factor. At the close a 
lengthy list’ of price movements was regis- 
tered, and the vast majority of them were 
favourable to holders, a number being of 
subsiantial denomination. A feature in the 
later dealings was the sharp advance which 
took place in British Rails.

must sieve the ingredients (ex a 
tablespoonful of sugar), rub in the "beter 
and make a hole in the middle. Then cream 
the yeast and the. tables ful of the sugar, 
and add to this the warmed milk. Beat the 
eggs. ‘hen. into the waiting hole pour the 
beaten up eggs and the warm yeast mixture 
after it is strained, Mix and beat to smooth- 
ness, then stand the’ mixture under 
cover in a warm place till the dough 
is well risen—it takes about 14 hours. 
Make the dongh into little buns, place them 
two or three inches apart on a floured tray, 
mark a cross on them with a knife, and leave 
them in a warm place for another ten or 
fifteen , minutes. en brush them with a 
little sugar and water, and bake in a quick 
oven for quarter of an hour. Cool them on 
a ee tray. It takes time, but time well 
spent.

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SHOP ASSISTANTS’ 
CHARTER. 
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UNION TO PLEAD FOR 
BETTER CONDITIONS. 


“On Easter Sunday and Monday next the 
thirty-first annual delegate meeting of the 
Trade Union Section and the twenty-first 
annual delegate meeting of the Health Insur- 
ance Section of the Insh Union of Distribu- 
tive Workers and Clerks will be held in 
Jury’s Hotel, Dublin. . : 

Among the business for consideration is a 
notice of motion to be submitted by the 
Executive Committee regarding shops legisla- 
tion, calling upon the Government to enact 
legislation having for its object (9) the limita- 
tion of the hours of work in the shops and 


| offices to forty-eight in the week; (b) the en- 


forcement of a weekly half holiday com- 
mencing not later than 1 o'clock for all com- 
mercial employés; (c) the peas sige closing 
of all shops and offices not later than 1.50 
o'clock on one day in each week, and not 
later than 7 o'clock on Saturday night; (d) 
the compulsory closing of all shops and offices 
oh Sunday; and (e) the enforcement in shops 
and offices of minimum standards of hygiene, 
heating and ventilation not less satisfactory 
than those prescribed by the Factories Acts, 
and placing the enforcement of this legislation 
in the Sanaa of a central Government Depart- 
ment. 


RATES OF PAY. 


Other notices of motion are: Urging upon 
the Government the necessity for legislation 
to secure the registration and enforcement of 
collective agreements entered into between 
responsible trade unions and employers; 
demanding the amendment of the Trade 
Boards Acts so as to Create effective 
machinery for regulating minimum rates of 
pay in trades and industries where adequate 
machinery for regulating wages throughout 
the whole of the trade does not exist; calling 
upon the Government to apply the provisions 

the Apprenticeship Act in the distributive 
trades, and to set up the necessary machinery 
to give effect to the provisions’ of that Act; 
and calling upon Irish manufacturers employ- 
ing trade union labour and recognising trade 
umon conditions of employment to affix a 
trade union label to every article manufac- 
tured by them, and it called upon the 
members of the organisation to give preference 
to Irish manufactured articles to which the 
trade union label is affixed. 

Other items on the agenda include amend- 
ment in the rules of the organisation, sub- 
scriptions, etc., and the election of president, 
vice-president, general: treasurer, three 
trustees, auditors and sixteen members of the 
Executive Committee. ; 

The annual report to be submitted to the 
delegate meeting of the Irish Union of Dis- 
tributive Workers 7nd Clerks states that the 
effective membership on December 3ist last 
was 5,934, and the total income during the 
year amounted to £10,744. Expenditure 
totalled £10,641. 


CHAIN SHOPS.
